disdain. He states, for instance, that while it 
is outside any Consul’s power to sue fora 
trader's debts, there are various ways in which 
anofficial persuasion or pressure can be broaght 
to bear upon debtors,and whenever possible this 
is done. If this fails, he recommends a lawyer 
who can take legal proceedings, and by treaty 
the Consulate has. the official right to watch 
lawsuits undertaken by British Subjects before 
the Tarkish courte. Mr. Waugh, in fact, invites 
inquiries on such qaestions, as well as on the 
advisability of giving credit,and on the employ- 
ment of competent agents. Moreover, he has 
sent daring the year confidential communica- 
tions to firms interested in special trades. 

If other Consuls adopt this sympathetic 
attitude to British traders a revolatioa would 
gradaally be wrooght in the Congalar service. 
It is clear that the Fureign Office places no 
Obstacles in the way, bat, on the other hand, 
Mr. Waugh’s report shows that everything 
depends on the Consal himself. It is noticeable

Oar Constantinople Correspondent writes:—

attempt to withdraw the Ottoman troops from 
Tahah. No orders have therefore as yet been 
given to the Governor of Akaba on this 
sntject, despite the undertakings given to the 
Britiah Ambassador here. 

The extreme probability of Germany being 
behind ‘Turkey in her action over the Akaba 
question is acknowledged in the Euro; ean 
Press A London contemporary, ‘or example, 
remarks ;:— . 

There must be troubled minds at Downirg- 
styeet, we should say, in connection with the 
pin-pricking policy lately in evidence at Con- 
stantinople. In quite number of instances 
the Grand Turk has gone out of his way to 
put affront on England in particular, ard as 
he has nothing to gain from tbat perversity it 
has come to be suspected on the Continent 
that be is being wire-pulled by some Great 
Power, It canrot be Russia. In her preeent 
paralysed condition, it would be the craesest 
stupidity to touch even the fringe of the 
Eastern Qoestion. Austria Hongary stands 
in much the same position ; while France and 
Italy are too good friends with Great Britain 
to egg on Yildiz Kiosk to anti-English mar en- 
vres. QOuly Germany remains to be g¢on- 
sidered from the wire-pulling standpoint, and 
there are not lacking some recent incidents 
to jnstify belief that the Karser is the mani- 
polator cf Ottoman policy There was the 
late my-terious trespass of Turkish troops on 
E yptian territory ; ‘here was the claim put 
forward the other d»y by semi~ fficial journals 
at Berlin to share with England and France 
political inflaence in Abyssinia ; in Persia 
the Sultan has bi come curiously disputations 
with the Shah ; while the Torki-h cffisers who 
lately vixited Mokhtar Pacha at Cairo behaved 
with a studied inso'ence whch greatly « ffended 
the Khedive. There is a possibility, of course, 
that in each of these insta: ces Yi'd'z Kiosk 
took its own line without extraneous prompt- 
ing. Bat with the oncalled-for interfarence of 
Germany in Morocco still threatening Eoropean 
cor flict, Sir E. Grey will be disposed, we should 
imagine, to tarn some thought to Berlin, 
when dealing withthe ormplications which 
arise intha Near and Middle East from the 
action cf -ha Constantinople Government.

LABOUR HOME FOR CAIRO 


PREBENDARY CARLILB’S WORK. 


INTERESTING MEETING IN CAIRO. 


Unfortanately Prebandary Carlile’s visit to 
Cairo has been such a short one that he had 
notime to give fall prominence to the announce. 
ment of his very interesting though short meet 
ing at the Continental Hotel yesterday after- 
noon. It was also unfortunate that he had to 
fix this date irrespective of the other functions 
that were held that afternoon, whereby his 
andience was robbed of the presence of both 
Lord Cromer and Sir Reginald Wingate, both 
of whom wrote expressing their regret at not 
being able to be present, and enclosing at the 
same,time donations to the good of the canse. 

As was to be expected, the map, who hag 
given his life to the cause of the outcast and 
the needy, proves a very magnetic personality, 
and while listening to his simple direct state- 
ments one can form a very good idea of the 
reason Of his success. He has spent but a week 
in Cairo, but one of his first actions was to pay 
a visit to the Reformatory for boys which is 
situated at Ghizeh, and which is conducted on 
such admirable lines. His energetic mind saw 
at orce the drawback of an institution which 
does its level best for its inmates and yet is 
unable to cope with the difficulties which sor- 
round them when they once leave its walls. 
Hie suggestion was practical enough, and one 
hopes that in time it will be possible to follow 
his idea and start in Ceiroa Labour Home, 
where it is possible for men and youths to 
regain their characters and to make a fresh 


{ start in life.

‘The description of the work done under the 
organisation of Prebendary Carlile in England 
is interesting to a degree. The enormous 
extent of his working is almost incredible, for 
not only has he his labour homes, King’s 
‘Tents, and other institutions in London, but 
he is constantly finding fresh openings tor 
likely characters in the far North West cf 
Canada, and also is always ready to provide 
labour wherever it is required in Eogland. The 
munificent donation of £1,000 which the 
Queen sent him this last winter had not been 
in his possession twenty-four hours before a 
well-though-out scheme was in action for the 
relief of th> reedy unemployed in London— 
those who had wife and children dependent on 
them. No believer in encouraging mendicity, 
the Prebendary has started a system whereby 
A man must give a certain amoont of work in 
return for his relief, and though he acknow- 
ledges that his system is by no means a remedy 
for the feartul poverty of the submerged tenth, 
still itis a far more salutary way out of the dif- 
ficulty than indescriminate charity. Prebendaiy 
Carlile spoke of his many difficulties and also 
enthusiastically of the many kind friends who 
farthered his projects and assisted him not 
only with bandsome donations, but also with 
very we'come personal assistance. He also spoke 
of his church, St. Mary’s-at-Hill, and 
palar services there, and the attractions he held 
out to his congregation. The orchestra of string 
and wind instraments is one of the great e'e- 
ments in his service. As one old gentleman 
remarked to him, “It do make my ead’-che, 
bat it do my ’eart good.” Ancther old lady 
complimented him with the remark, ‘Since me 
’asband ’as been to your show church,—he don’t 
Want to go to no music ‘alls,’”—which was 
perhaps the highest appreciation che could 
ofter. 

Time forbids any longer account of this most 
interesting subject, and it is to be much 
regretted that there will be no farther oppor- 
tanity of hearing more of the wonderfal work 
which is the oatcome of one man’s sympathy 
for the paor and needy. That sympathy 
which is always ready to assist those who have 
had no chance in life, and which is ready 
again and again to help on the fallen and to 
place their feet once more in the right way. 
One is glad to think that the great ones of the 


world valae Prebendary Cariile’s work as it 


should be valued, and one trusts that his short 
visit to Cairo will result in a faurtherence of his 
great life task.
